TO HELP IL P. 


Aid for Hatcheries Pro­ 
vided By Conserva­ 
tion Measure

Michigan, it was stated today by 
Rep. Frank P. Behn of Newberry. 
The bill la in virtually the same 
wS/orm in which

/ House and Senate 
last 
session 
only to be blocked by a presi­ 
dential veto exercised by Calvin 
Coolidge. President Hoover, be­ 
ing a fisherm an 
him self 
and 
knowing full well the value of 
conservation and recognising the 
benefits from reduced cost of liv­ 
ing through a la/ge fish supply 
will undoubtedly look with favor 
on the m easure. 
“The bill reported out of the 
House com m ittee Is the most am ­ 
bitious program and the largest 
appropriation ever made for fish­ 
eries by the 
Federal 
govern­ 
m ent,” Rep. Bohn said. “ It pro­ 
vides for an expenditure of more 
than 1300,000 per year for thf 
next five years and Is largely a 
five year building program ” 
The legislation will particular­ 
ly benefit the three federal hatch­ 
eries In Michigan, two of which 
are in Congressman 
Bohn’s 
dis­ 
trict. They are at 
Alpena 
and 
Charlevoix. 
The 
third 
Is 
at 
Northville, near Detroit- In ad­ 
dition there are eighteen state 
hatcheries which will benefit and 
of this num ber there are four In 
th e eleventh district at Sault Ste. 
Marie, 
Oden. 
W olverine 
and 
Thompson. The state hatcheries 
will receive federal aid and the 
( 


government will put m ore men at 
work and distribute m ore fish. 
Billions of Fish. 


“ Billions of extra fish will find 
their way into the stream s and in­ 
land lakes of Michigan as a result 
of this action.” Bohn said, adding 
that 
“ natural propagation 
had 
proved th at ninety-five per cent 
of the eggs are lost but under 
federal supervision the govern­ 
m ent takes the eggs, raises fin­ 
gerlings and saves about 97 per 
cent, thereby only 
losing 
three 
percent, instead of th e ninety-five 
per cent destroyed by cruel na­ 
tu ral processes.

I am thorough­ 
ly in favor of rehabilitating the 
fishing industry in Michigan and 
as confident th at the action taken 
today will be a boon to both com­ 
m ercial and sport fishing.”

Bohn also took occasion to say 
h at for the fu rth er development 
of fishing in Michigan It Is adao- 
lutely necessary

HIBBARD TALKS 
ON FARM SLUMP 


C o u n t y 
Agent Stewart 
Attends Conference 
at Lansing 


In a series of four lectures, Dr. 
B. H. Hibbard discussed what had 
happened ainee the slump of agri­ 
cultural prices 
In 
1920. 
Hie 
serlee 
of

ed the headliner at 
the

county 
Agent's 
conference 
at 
Lansing. 
Lite 
Stewart, 
county 
agent, attended the meeting. 
Though an economist dealt pri­ 
marily with 
economic*, 
and 
Is 
supposed to know what ta about 
to happen In that field, yet no ec- 
onomiRt In the country was able 
to predict accurately the slump of 
farm price# In 1920. 
W hat really 
happened In 1920 was that the 
cuatomers for 
the surplus 
pro­ 
ducts lost their buying power and 
we suddenly found ourselves with 
a surplus of 
food 
products 
on 
hand. 
Manuf#4*urers of various 
products which we buy were abl# 
to curtail production and at the 
same ttme keep th e price of the 
articles which they had for sale at 
the same level. American farmers 
scattered throughout the 
length 
and breadth of the land ware una­ 
ble to cut 
down 
production 
as 
readily and lower prices Inevita­ 
bly followed. 
We hear a great deal these days 
from the politician, orator and af­ 
ter-dinner speaker to 
the 
effect 
that lf the city Is to prosper the 
farmers must also prosper. 
This 
statement Is far from the truth 
for we cannot expect all groups to 
prosper alike. 
W ith the bulk of 
the nation’s population at present 
living in cities It Is not only con- 
cefvable that those living In the 
cities may proaper while farmers 
do not. but what la more this hss 
actually been the case. 
This same 
condition can 
continua 
just 
as 
long as all of the farm ers do not 
go 
bankrupt. 
The real reason 
why the merchant and banker Is 
Interested in seeing better condi­ 
tions In the country Is not because 
fanners must prosper lf the city Is 
to prosper, 
It Is rather because 
th e farmers h ere not been meet­ 
ing 
their obligations 
that 
has 
caused the business man bls chief 
concern. 
U s d « Debenture Plan 
In discussing the various farm 
relief measures which had been 
proposed, Dr. 
Hibbard 
branded 
the McNary-Haugen measure 
ss 
one which would not have work- 
of 
trustees accepted ! od. 
He stated that he would have 
Mtchelson’s 
resignation liked to have seen the export deb­ 
enture plan tried out. 
In discuss 
lag tb s tariff situation the speak­ 
er brought out the fact that an In­ 
tensive study was being made of 
the whole tarlf situation at the 
College of Agriculture at Madi­ 
son, Wit. W hile aa yet their stu­ 
dies w art not completed, It ap­ 
peared from 
present 
knowledge 
that about SS per cent of the a r­ 
ticles whleh come under the tariff 
are affected by Import duty. Ten 
to 15 per cent were In the doubt­ 
ful column and about 50 per cent 
were not affected by any tariff at 
all. 
At present the tariff Is only 
effective Ie the minor agricultural 
products. 
“Tbs following articles,” 
says 
Dr. Hibbard, "appear to benefit 
by a tariff: wool, flax, sugar, on­ 
ions. winter 
tomatoes, 
and 
the 
tariff o r one fifth of our wheat 
about o r # year in five. 
In recommending things which 
might be done to help in correct­ 
ing farm conditions the speaker 
recommended that of more effi­ 
ciency on the farm. No legislation 
can ever be passed to benefit the 
Inefficient producer. In line with 
the work being done by the feder­ 
al form board he suggested the 
use of m ore intelligent marketing
